Can you give me the correct method 


of focusing the headlights on a car? 


The method given below Is about as 


simple a& any, although there are many 
ways in which the job can be done. 
Locate the car forty feet from a wall, 
preferably 
\\lilte. Best resuHs, of 


course, will follow If the adjusting Is 
done at night. Throw the lights on to 
this wall and adjust them so that the 
circle of light from each lamp will be 
close to three feet In diameter and the 
edges of these circles will nearly touch. 
There should be a distance of about 
one and one-half feet trom the ground 
to the lowest point of eacu circle.

Can you give me the correct method 


of focusing the headlights on a car? 


The method given below Is about as 


simple a& any, although there are many 
ways in which the job can be done. 
Locate the car forty feet from a wall,
